Groups  affirm  identity 
of  Asian  gays,  lesbians

New  exhibit  opens 
at  Peabody  Museum 

An  exhibit  of  American  art 
and  artifacts  reflecting  the  im¬ 
pact  of  China  upon  American 
culture  will  open  at  the  Peabody 
Museum  in  Salem  on  Oct.  24. 

“After  the  Chinese  Taste: 
China’s  Influence  in  America 
1730  to  1930”  documents  the 
expected  and  unexpected  paths 
of  interaction  between  the  deco¬ 
rative  arts  of  two  nations. 

“Until now, ’ ’  says  guest  cura¬ 
tor  Ellen  Denker,  “most  schol¬ 
ars  have  assessed  the  impact  of 
the  American  China  trade  with 
reference  to  objects  made  in 
China.  We  will  be  examining 
Chinese  decorative  concepts  as 
they  were  transplanted  and 
reflected  in  the  work  of  Ameri¬ 
can  artisans  and  designers.” 

Americans  saw  China  through 
the  screen  of  European  experi¬ 
ence  for  much  of  the  18th 
Century,  says  Denker.  Europe¬ 
ans  and  Americans  responded  to 
the  influence  of  Chinese  trade 
goods  with  a  romantic  image  of 
“the  Celestial  Empire,”  and 
that  fantasy  was  cast  in  the  form 
of  decorative  arts  which  were 
*  ‘loosely  if  at  all  based  on  actual 
Chinese  models.” 

From  the  1780s  until  the 
1860s,  Americans  developed  in¬ 
dependent  views  of  China  based 
on  direct  trade.  The  era  saw  an 
interest  in  the  introduction  of 
Chinese  flora  and  fauna  to 
America,  and  many  parallels 
were  inferred  between  the  heri¬ 
tage  of  China  and  the  hopes  of 
America.  There  was,  however, 
little  innovation  in  the  decora¬ 
tive  arts. 

“American  artisans  were  still 
responding  to  export  goods,” 
Denker  explains.  “What  they 
saw  was  not  Chinese,  but  a 
Chinese  response  to  Western 
tastes.”

BOSTON  —  The  past  half 
decade  has  seen  the  birth  of 
different  organizations  in  the 
New  England  area  which  serve 
the  needs  of  a  distinct  group  of 
people,  that  of  homosexuals  in 
the  Asian  American  community. 

These  groups  have  grown 
almost  unnoticed,  developing  in 
concert  with  other  organizations 
for  homosexuals  in  New  Eng¬ 
land.  While  they  do  address 
issues  of  homosexuals  at  large, 
bringing  together  gays  and 
lesbians  for  cultural  and  social 
events  and  uniting  them  for 
special  causes,  these  groups 
were  formed  specifically  to  serve 
the  needs  of  Asian  American 
gays  and  lesbians. 

Some  of  them  have  no  doubt 
sprung  quiescently.  For  such 
groups,  whose  names  are  not  as 
well  known  as  those  of  the 
Boston  Lesbian  and  Gay  Political 
Alliance  and  the  Lesbian/Gay 
Caucus  of  the  Rainbow  Coali¬ 
tion,  a  question  is  plied: 

What  kind  of  responses  have 
they  received  about  their  exis¬ 
tence? 

In  the  Greater  Boston  area, 
Asian  American  gays  and  les¬ 
bians  have  formed  Boston  Asian 
Gay  Men  And  Lesbians  as  well 
as  the  Asian  Lesbian  Network, 
two  separate  groups  that  are 
recognized  by  other  progressive 
organizations  in  the  East,  such 
as  Asian  Lesbians  of  the  East 
Coast  in  New  York;  Gays, 
Bisexuals  and  Lesbians  of  Color 
in  Ithaca,  New  York;  and  the 
feminist  Asian  Sisters  In  Action 
in  Boston. 

Though  they  acknowledge 
that  not  all  responses  from 
society  have  been  adverse, 
members  of  the  two  groups  cite 
discrimination  as  one  important 
type  of  response.  Hence,  it  is 
widely  examined  and  discussed. 

Some  members  say  they  con¬ 
tend  with  what  amounts  to 
double-discrimination:  first, 
they  are  stereotyped  for  being 
Asian  Americans;  second,  they 
struggle  with  misconceptions  of 


and  rancorous  sentiments 
against  homosexuals. 

The  double-jeopardy  situation 
is  one  reason  why  Asian  gays 
and  lesbians  have  assembled 
recently  to  form  their  own 
groups. 

Speaking  to  the  Gay  Commu¬ 
nity  News,  a  Boston-based 
weekly  newspaper,  last  year,  a 
member  of  Boston  Gay  Men  And 
Lesbians  (BAGMAL)  said  his 
group  had  been  looked  at 
depreciatingly  by  some  people. 

The  BAGMAL  member,  who 
chose  to  remain  anonymous, 
said  he  was  once  asked  sardoni¬ 
cally,  ‘What  do  you  (BAGMAL) 
do  (when  you  get)  together,  have 
Chinese  dinners?’ 

“People  think  we  sit  around 
and  drink  tea  and  play  mah¬ 
jong,”  the  member  said. 

Such  trite  stereotyping  is 
compounded  for  an  Asian  wo¬ 
man  who  is  also  a  homosexual. 
Willy  Wilkinson,  a  steering 
committee  member  of  Asian 
Sisters  In  Action  (ASIA),  says 
such  women  have  attracted  the 
curious,  who  view  the  women  as 
“erotica  exotica”  since  they 
come  from  Asian  backgrounds 
and  are  lesbians. 

They  skirmish  with  racism 
and  sexism,  for  example,  in 
cocktail  lounges,  where  the 
“China  doll”  syndrome  per¬ 
meates.  Asian  women  are  seen 
by  some  as  the  type  that  should 
not  patronize  bars,  says  Wilkin¬ 
son. 

Racism  aside,  Asian  gays  and 
lesbians  say  they  face  discri¬ 
mination  from  both  the  society  at 
large  and  within  their  own 
culture. 

Says  BAGMAL  Secretary 
Sionghuat  Chua,  “People  still 
have  a  clinical  view  of  homosex¬ 
uality,  thinking  it  is  a  psycho¬ 
logical  problem  among  people.  ’ ’ 

History,  which  has  not  lent 
homosexuality  an  easy  place 
throughout  the  times,  provides 
such  testimony.  Gays  and  les¬ 
bians  have  been  condemned  and 
ostracized  both  in  the  Orient  and 
the  Occident. 


Sometime  in  the  next  few 
days,  street  walkers  and  their 
clients  who  continue  to  rendez¬ 
vous  in  the  Johnny  Court  alley  in 
Chinatown  may  find  themselves 
famous  —  in  an  embarrassing 
way,  that  is. 

Irked  by  these  flesh  sellers 
and  buyers  who  do  business 
right  under  their  windows, 
Johnny  Court  residents  have 
begun  formulating  ways  to  shoo 
the  undesirables  out  for  good, 
including  one  that  calls  for 
residents  to  photograph  the 
hookers  and  ‘johns’  and  report 
their  vehicle  license  plates  for 
possible  publication. 

Following  a  community-wide 
meeting  at  Josiah  Quincy  School 
Sept.  17  on  the  encroaching 
prostitution  menace  in  China¬ 
town,  Johnny  Court  residents 
called  their  own  neighborhood 
meeting  last  Sunday  to  iron  out  a 
plan  of  action  which,  if  success¬ 
ful,  should  net  a  few  embarrass¬ 
ed  faces  in  the  next  few  days. 

Resident  Zion  N.  Chiu,  who 
organized  the  meeting,  said 
though  his  neighbors  “were 
afraid  they  might  get  hit”  in 
carrying  out  the  proposed  plan, 
the  overall  response  was  “very 
good.”  The  meeting,  he  said, 
was  attended  by  a  representa¬ 
tive  from  almost  all  of  the 
apartment  houses  on  Johnny 
Court. 

Johnny  Court,  a  narrow  one¬ 
way  alley,  is  perhaps  more  like  a 
dog-leg  alcove  that  runs  from 
Harrison  Avenue  at  one  end  and 
out  Oak  Street  at  the  other. 
Lined  with  nine  triple-decker 
apartment  houses,  the  alcove  is 
home  to  more  than  20  families, 
most  of  them  with  very  young 
and  elderly  family  members. 

Until  six  or  seven  months  ago, 
Johnny  Court  residents,  un¬ 
aware  of  a  no-parking  regulation 
that  had  existed  since  May  1960, 
used  to  park  their  vehicles  in  the 


alley  at  night.  That  made  it 
difficult  for  the  street  walkers 
and  their  clients  to  cruise 
through  the  alcove  in  search  of 
dates. 

Now  that  the  no-parking  sign 
has  been  reinstalled  by  the 
City’s  Traffic  and  Parking  Com¬ 
mission,  Johnny  Court  has  be¬ 
come  a  prjjne  spot  for  hookers 
and  johns.  Said  John  Chin, 
who’s  lived  on  the  street  for  the 
last  30  years,  “Now  that  we 
can’t  park  there,  the  prostitutes 
can.” 

“The  problem  is  worst  be¬ 
tween  ten-thirty  and  two  or  three 
in  the  morning,”  he  said.  “I 
work  at  night,  so  sometimes 
when  I  see  them  I’d  call  the 
police.  Usually,  they  would 
come  quickly  and  take  the 
prostitutes  away.” 

But  the  problem  would  get 
worse  on  the  weekend  nights, 
Chin  said.  Then,  as  he  put  it, 
“It’s  easier  to  see  Reagan  than 
to  see  police  there  on  Saturday 
nights.” 

(Jeremiah  Connors,  director 
of  traffic  management  at  Traffic 
and  Parking,  said  it  is  possible 
that  the  commission  would  re¬ 
view  the  no-parking  rule  for 
Johnny  Court. 

(“There’s  nothing  that  would 
preclude  us  from  changing  the 
existing  regulation  to  allow 
parking  for  the  residents,” 
Connors  told  The  SAMPAN  in  a 
brief  phone  interview  Sept.  19. 
“The  residents  should,  individ¬ 
ually  or  collectively,  send  us  a 
letter  asking  us  to  review  the 
regulation.” 

(Letters  should  be  addressed 
to  Lisa  Chapnick,  Commissioner 
of  Traffic  and  Parking,  1721  City 
Hall,  Boston,  MA  02201,  he 
said.) 

Whether  on-street  parking  on 
Johnny  Court  will  be  allowed  in 
the  future  remains  speculative. 
Even  if  on-street  parking  were

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Sex  show  license  revoked  by  City 


The  Mayor’s  Office  of 
Consumer  Affairs  and  Li¬ 
censing  has  revoked  the 
license  of  Views  Distributors 
&  Sales  Inc.,  a  Combat  Zone 
peep  show  operated  by  a 
corporation  that  had  kept  the 
business  open  even  though  it 
was  dissolved  two  years  ago. 

Commissioner  Diane  J. 
Modica  announced  the  deci¬ 
sion  Sept.  9  after  public 
hearings  on  alleged  license 
violations  by  owners  and 
managers  of  Views,  located 
at  642  Washington  St. 

Violations  cited  by  the 
commission  include  solicita¬ 
tion  for  prostitution,  drug 
sales  and  assault  and  battery 
by  a  former  employee  on  the 
premise,  as  well  as  failure  to 
report  changes  in  the  corpo¬ 
ration’s  status. 

Daniel  Leary,  attorney  for 
Views,  sought  for  a  restrain¬ 
ing  order  to  keep  Views  open , 
but  that  was  denied  by 
Suffolk  Superior  Court  Judge 
George  Jacobs  on  Sept.  13. 


Leary  has  since  filed  an 
appeal  with  the  state  Appeals 
Court,  where  Judge  Neil 
Armstrong  has  taken  the 
matter  under  advisement. 
Views  will  remain  closed  until 
a  ruling  is  made. 

Meanwhile,  the  operator  of 
State  I  and  II  Cinemas  at  617 
Washington  St.  has  decided 
to  withdraw  her  license  for 
operating  the  cinemas, 
Modica  said.  / 

Brian  Gilligan,  attorney  for 
State  I  and  H,  said  the  owner 
of  the  license,  Betty  J. 
Savino,  has  voluntarily  closed 
the  cinemas  as  of  Sept.  15. 

Allright  Parking,  owner  of 
617  Washington  St.,  report¬ 
edly  will  turn  the  building 
into  a  parking  lot. 

The  licenses  for  State  I  was 
revoked  last  year,  said 
Modica,  and  Savino  had  been 
appealing  the  revocation 
when  she  was  told  to  vacate 
by  Allright.

The  Mayor’s  Office  of 
Consumer  Affairs  and  Li¬ 
censing  has  revoked  the 
license  of  Views  Distributors 
&  Sales  Inc.,  a  Combat  Zone 
peep  show  operated  by  a 
corporation  that  had  kept  the 
business  open  even  though  it 
was  dissolved  two  years  ago. 

Commissioner  Diane  J. 
Modica  announced  the  deci¬ 
sion  Sept.  9  after  public 
hearings  on  alleged  license 
violations  by  owners  and 
managers  of  Views,  located 
at  642  Washington  St. 

Violations  cited  by  the 
commission  include  solicita¬ 
tion  for  prostitution,  drug 
sales  and  assault  and  battery 
by  a  former  employee  on  the 
premise,  as  well  as  failure  to 
report  changes  in  the  corpo¬ 
ration’s  status. 

Daniel  Leary,  attorney  for 
Views,  sought  for  a  restrain¬ 
ing  order  to  keep  Views  open, 
but  that  was  denied  by 
Suffolk  Superior  Court  Judge 
George  Jacobs  on  Sept.  13. 


Leary  has  since  filed  an 
appeal  with  the  state  Appeals 
Court,  where  Judge  Neil 
Armstrong  has  taken  the 
matter  under  advisement. 
Views  will  remain  closed  until 
a  ruling  is  made. 

Meanwhile,  the  operator  of 
State  I  and  II  Cinemas  at  617 
Washington  St.  has  decided 
to  withdraw  her  license  for 
operating  the  cinemas, 
Modica  said.  < 

Brian  Gilligan,  attorney  for 
State  I  and  H,  said  the  owner 
of  the  license,  Betty  J. 
Savino,  has  voluntarily  closed 
the  cinemas  as  of  Sept.  15. 

Allright  Parking,  owner  of 
617  Washington  St.,  report¬ 
edly  will  turn  the  building 
into  a  parking  lot. 

The  licenses  for  State  I  was 
revoked  last  year,  said 
Modica,  and  Savino  had  been 
appealing  the  revocation 
when  she  was  told  to  vacate 
by  Allright.

allowed,  there  would  still  be  no 
guarantee  that  the  prostitution 
problem  would  be  solved  on 
Johnny  Court.  The  problem, 
moreover,  would  certainly  re¬ 
main  unsolved  on  all  the  other 
streets  and  alleys  in  Chinatown 
and  South  Cove  where  street 
walkers  and  pimps  ply  their  skin 
trade. 

Some  community  members 
believe  that  it  is  the  presence  of 
hookers  or  pimps  in  the  neigh¬ 
borhood  that  causes  the  pro¬ 
blem.  Others  disagree.  They  say 
the  problem  lies  with  those 
clients  who  have  found  it  con¬ 
venient  to  drive  through  China¬ 
town  and  South  Cove  in  search  of 
the  ubiquitous  sellers.  Said 
Chiu,  “The  problem  is  not  the 
hookers;  it’s  the  customers.” 

Most  Chinatown  residents 
who  attended  the  two  communi¬ 
ty-wide  meetings  on  the  prosti¬ 
tution  issue  do  agree,  nonethe¬ 
less,  that  they  should  not  wait 
for  the  City  to  take  more 
vigorous  action  against  the 
“cancer”  that  apparently  has 
spilled  out  of  the  traditional 
boundaries  of  the  Combat  Zone. 

Said  Suzanne  Lee,  who  chair¬ 
ed  the  meetings:  “Twenty  years 
ago,  the  Combat  Zone  moved 
into  the  area  without  our  per¬ 
mission.  If  we  cannot  contain  the 
Combat  Zone,  it’ll  spread  to 
other  places  in  Chinatown.  If  we 
wait  for  the  City,  we  can  sit 
around  and  never  see  anything 
done.” 

Lee  has  organized  a  support 
drive,  asking  community  mem¬ 
bers  to  participate  in  various 
activities  against  street  walkers 
and  their  clients.  Some  900 
forms  listing  the  activities  have 
been  distributed  to  residents 
and  businesses. 

Michael  Liu,  who  helped 
distribute  the  forms  last  week, 
reported  that  though  most  peo¬ 
ple  seemed  supportive,  they 
were  not  sure  what  they  could  do 
to  help.  “We  have  the  task  of 
converting  that  broad  but  pas¬ 
sive  support  into  an  active  kind 
of  thing,”  he  said.  “We  got 
some  response,  but  not  by  the 
hundreds.  It’s  not  the  same  as  in 
the  (Long  Quang)  Huang  case.

where  there’s  a  lot  of  outrage. 
We  have  to  get  people,  especial¬ 
ly  people  who  live  in  the  area,  to 
participate.” 

A  steering  committee,  formed 
at  the  Sept.  17  meeting,  will 
coordinate  such  participation. 
Members  David  Ng,  Betty  Sze- 
to,  Marilyn  Wu,  Vivian  Lee, 
Zion  N.  Chiu,  William  Poon  and 
Lee  have  taken  on  the  task  of 
shoring  community  efforts 
against  prostitution  in  the 
neighborhood,  and,  eventually, 
formulating  the  various  steps 
toward  the  elimination  of  the 
Combat  Zone. 

In  the  coming  weeks,  the 
committee  will  target  certain 
areas  in  Chinatown  for  commu¬ 
nity  action.  Johnny  Court  is  the 
first.  Members  will  also  work  on 
a  long-range  “master  plan,”  as 
well  as  generate  media  coverage 
for  the  activities. 

Reminded  Ken  Yee:  “We 
need  to  work  on  activities  that 
will  be  newsworthy....  If  resi¬ 
dents  all  come  out  against 
prostitution,  that’s  newsworthy. 
If  we  tell  them  (the  mainstream 
media)  there’s  prostitutes  here, 
they  won’t  come  —  they  know 
that  already.” 

“We  should  analyze  each  area 
to  see  how  we  can  solve  the 
area’s  problem,”  said  William 
Poon.  “We  should  make  it 
known  that  anybody  coming 
there  gets  a  good  chance  of 
getting  their  face  in  the  pa¬ 
pers.” 

“It’s  a  matter  of  training  and 
convincing  to  get  people  to  do 
it,”  Lee  said  about  the  photo¬ 
graphing  of  illegal  activities  for 
publication.  “However,  we 
don’t  want  anyone  getting  hurt 
in  doing  it.  ’  ’ 

Meanwhile,  several  residents 
of  Ted  Tung  Village  have  agreed 
to  provide  support  for  the 
Johnny  Court  effort.  Chiu, 
though,  remains  cautious.  “It 
would  be  extremely  difficult  for 
us  to  get  pictures,”  he  said. 
‘  ‘They  may  not  be  scared  away 
by  us  —  they  may  bother  us 
instead. 

“Most  of  us  want  to  do 
something.  But  you  know  the 
nature  of  our  people  —  they 
don’t  want  to  make  a  big  deal  out 
of  it.”

Probable  cause  hearing  set  for 
alleged  murderers  of  Bun  Vong 

Two  Somerville  men,  John  M. 
Febbi  and  Scott  S.  Arsenault, 
both  23,  will  face  a  probable 
cause  hearing  Oct.  2  in  Somer¬ 
ville  District  Court  on  the  charge 
of  murdering  Bun  Vong,  a 
Cambodian  immigrant  who  lived 
in  Lowell. 

A  Somerville  District  Court 
clerk  said  the  hearing  is  sched¬ 
uled  for  9  a.m.  in  the  main 
courtroom. 

Vong,  35,  of  Walker  Street, 
was  apparently  struck  several 
times  with  an  unknown  object  by 
two  men  on  Veterans  Parkway  in 
front  of  Meadow  Glen  Mall  in 
Medford  on  Aug.  4,  according  to 
Metropolitan  Police. 

Febbi  and  Arsenault  were 
arrested  on  Aug.  14,  just  min¬ 
utes  after  Vong  died  at  Massa¬ 
chusetts  General  Hospital,  po¬ 
lice  said.  They  were  arraigned 
on  Aug.  15.  Both  pleaded  not 
guilty  to  the  charge. 

Vong  came  to  Lowell  in 
October  1981.  He  worked  in  a 
CETA  program  and  attended 
Bunker  Hill  Community  Col- 
leg.  He  had  also  worked  for  a 
hotel  in  the  Lowell  area  and  was 
working  for  the  UCSI  Company 
when  he  was  killed. 

Before  coming  to  Lowell, 
Vong  had  studied  with  Buddhist 
monks  for  seven  years.  He 
leaves  his  wife,  Neang  Nou,  and 
two  children,  ages  4  and  5.

But  American  views  changed 
dramatically  after  the  1860s. 
Says  Denker,  “Americans  now 
were  face  to  face  with  Chinese 
immigrants  whose  lifeways  con¬ 
trasted  sharply  with  Western 
values.” 

The  resulting  social  conflict 
was  reflected  in  many  popular 
art  forms,  and  these  are  in¬ 
cluded  in  the  museum’s  exhibit. 
Denker  says  the  political  turmoil 
of  late  19th  Century  China  saw 
many  great  families  reduced  to 
poverty  and  forced  to  sell 
treasured  heirlooms,  many  of 
them  held  for  centuries  by  the 
same  families. 

“Chinese  fine  arts,  objects 
little  known  to  most  Chinese  and 
unsuspected  by  westerners,  now 
began  to  appear  in  the  West,” 
says  Denker.  These  indigenous 
art  forms  appeared  in  American 
galleries  by  1890  and  had  an 
enormous  impact  on  the  shape 
and  direction  of  recent  American 
design,  an  impact  which  contin¬ 
ues  to  the  present. 

“After  the  Chinese  Taste” 
will  be  at  the  museum,  located  at 
East  India  Square  in  Salem,  until 
March  31, 1986.  It  will  then  open 
at  the  Heritage  Plantation  Mu¬ 
seum  in  Sandwich. 


Chinatown  residents  ready 
to  wage  war  on  prostitutes 
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Stepping  out: 
local  groups 
affirm  Asian 
gays’  identity

One  major  contributor  to 
Western  culture,  the  Bible,  for 
example,  calls  homosexual  in¬ 
tercourse  a  sin  that  cries  to 
heaven.  In  the  book  of  Leviticus, 
it  prescribes  death  as  a  punish¬ 
ment  for  any  homosexual  couple 
having  “committed  (such)  an 
abomination.  ’  ’  Such  disapproval 
has  continued  to  the  present, 
affecting  many  facets  of  life. 

In  China,  homonsexuality  has 
been  considered  a  sign  of 
decadence  and  depravity,  and 
many  see  it  as  a  disease.  In  fact, 
it  is  often  not  even  recognized. 

Robin  Yates  is  a  professor  of 
Chinese  history  at  Harvard 
University.  He  explains  that  in 
the  Chinese  society  Confucian¬ 
ism  has  set  up  specific  roles  for 
each  individual.  No  where  in  this 
scheme  does  homosexuals  fit  in. 

“In  China  almost  nothing  is 
ever  mentioned  about  homosex¬ 
uals,”  says  Yates.  And  if  it  is,  it 
is  rebuked  with  disapproval,  he 
says. 

Perhaps  because  of  the  depre¬ 
catory  view  of  homosexuality  in 
Asian  culture  and  the  contain¬ 
ment  of  homosexual  movements 
in  Asia  by  authoritarian  govern¬ 
ments,  some  believe  erroneous¬ 
ly  that  homosexuality  is  a 
product  of  Western  contamina¬ 
tion. 

Says  Wilkinson,  “Some  say  it 
is  a  white  phenomenon.  It  is  not. 
Lesbianism  is  rooted  in  Asian 
culture.” 

Homosexuality,  in  fact,  is  said 
to  have  passed  through  tolerant 
times  in  China,  as  it  did  in  the 
West  during  eras  such  as  the 
Golden  Age  of  Greece  and  Rome 
and  during  the  Elizabethan  Age 
in  England.  In  China,  it  is  said  to 
have  flourished  during  the  late 
Ming  and  early  Qing  Dynasties. 

Says  Hans  Van  derm  an,  a 
Chinese  scholar  at  Harvard, 
“(Homosexuality)  was  per¬ 
mitted  to  some  extent,  especial¬ 
ly  among  actors,  the  literati,  and 
others  of  the  gentry  class.”
